I  stooped  down,  and  pnshinf  Asids 
the  long,  rank  grase,  read  from  the  flat, 
half-buried  tomb-stone,  the  following 
inscription : 

Here  Iteth 
ye  bodie  of 

LLEWKLLTN    CHODOH,   formerly  PKNRYN, 

born  at  Penryn,  Cornwall,  July  20th,  A. 

D.  1632.  died  at  Boston,  October  lOtb, 

A.  D.  1686. 

He  resteth  here 

in  assured  hopes  of 

a  glorious  immortality. 

Above  the  inscription  was  a  rodely 
sculptured  coat  of  arms,  which,  as  this 
is  not  a  heraldic  treatise,  I  need  not  des- 
cribe. Suffice  it  to  say  it  was  the  shield 
of  which  1  had  been  iu  search.  "  Eure- 
ka," I  cried,  "  it  is  found  :  and  the  wid- 
ow and  her  little  boy  aie  the  true  heirs 
to  the  great  Penryn  estates,  which  hare 
been  in  chancery  for  so  many  years." 

But  to  explain  my  enthusiasm  I  must 
go  back  to  the  beginning  of  my  story. 

When  I  was  a  student  at  law,  and  in 
the  last  year  of  my  probation,  the  usual- 
ly gloomy  office,  with  its  tall,  dusty  book 
cases,  crowded  with  7olume.s  in  law  cal»", 
was  brightened  up,  one  afternoon,  by  the 
entrance  of  a  lady,  clad  in  widow's 
weeds,  and  leading  a  little  boy.

••  What  !"  cried  he.  "  Heir  of  the 
great  chancery  estate,  which  has  been  ad- 
vertised in  all  the  newspapers  these  forty 
years,  and  to  which  Tom,  Dick,  and 
Harry,  Penryn*  all,  have  been  making 
claim  in  vaiu  ?     Nonsense  !" 

'•  ihe  same." 

The  old  lawyer  answered  only  by  a 
laagh. 

"You  laugh,"  said  I.  "Bat  while 
you  were  talking  with  the  mother,  I 
coaxed  the  little  fellow  to  my  side,  got 
him  on  my  knee,  and  asked  him  his 
name.     It  was  Llewellyn  Chough." 

"  And  an  ugly  name  enough,"  re- 
plied my  preceptor,  coolly  ignoring  ray 
triumphant  air.  "  Besides,  the  estates 
in  chancery  belong  to  the  Penryns,  wher- 
ever they  may  be  and  not  to  anybody  of 
the  name  of  Chough.

But,  perhaps,  you  have  forgotten  that 
the  heirs  of  the  last  person  who  died 
seized  of  the  estate,  were  proved  to  have 
been  exhausted  for  six  successive  gener- 
ations back,  and  the  only  claimant  who 
would  have  a  chance  must  be  a  descen- 
dant of  Sir  Reginald  Penryn.  who  died 
toward  the  close  of  the  great  civil  war. 
This  Sir  Reginald  had  two  sons,  his  old- 
est, Reginald,  who  succeeded  him,  and  a 
second  son." 

"  I  remember  it." 

"  And  do  you  remember  that  the  miss- 
ing son  was  named  Llewellyn  ?" 

*'  So  he  was,"  answered  my  preceptor, 
after  patting  his  fore-finger  to  his  fore- 
head for  an  instant.     "  Bat  what  haa 


that  to  do  with  the  matter  ?  If  you  re- 
fer, as  I  suppose,  to  the  boy'a  name,  it 
is  a  mere  coincidence.  You  will  never 
make  a  reputation  as  a  lawyer  if  you 
jump  at  conclusions  in  that  fashion." 

"  1  am  not  jumping  at  conclusions.  I 
think  that  I  can  almost  prove  that  this 
boy  is  heir  to  the  Penryn  estate.  I  can 
certainly,  if  I  can  only  find  an  old  tomb- 
•tone.  which  I  have  seen  somehere." 

The  old  lawyer  laughed  incredulously. 

"I  should  like  to  know."  he  said. 
"  how  you  have  reached  this  conclusion. 
It  is,"  he  continued,  in  a  bantering  tone, 
"  by  some  logical  legerdemain,  I  sup- 
pose. An  intellectual,  Chineae  Juggler 
feat." 

"  I  will  begin  at  the  beginning, 
then,"  said  I,  perfectly  unmoved.  "Yon 
admit  that  surnames  are  pretty  certain 
criterions  of  race.  For  instance,  if  1 
hear  a  man  called  Smith,  I  know  he  is 
of  Saxon  descent,  and  that  his  ances- 
tors hammered  iron,  or  shaped  silver 
ware,  sometime  back  in  the'middle  ages. 
A  Snider,  or  a  Schwartz,  I  know  to  be 
Teutonic." 

"  I  have  not  devoted  the  attention  to 
such  studies,  which  you  seem  to,"  an- 
sweied  my  preceptor,  seeing  I  paused  for 
a  reply  ;  "  but  I  believe  you  are  correct." 

"  To  go  a  step  deeper.  Names  end- 
ing in  son,  like  Anderson,  are  unmistak- 
ably Scandinavian,  and  even  if  found  in 
Scotland,  or  the  North  of  England,  orig* 
inated  in  Sweden,  Denmark  or  Norway. 
Names  terminating  in  ing  are  Saxon, tny 
having  the  same  meaning  substantially 
as  the  Greek  patronymic,  ides,  so  that 
Snelling  means  the  children  of  SnoU,  or, 
to  translate  the  latter  word  also,  the 
children  of  the  brisk,  nimble  man. — 
Fitzgerald  is  Norman  French,  as  O'Con- 
nor and  McMichael  are  Celtic,  the  one 
belonging  to  the  Gaelic  branch  of  the 
race  and  the  other  to  the  Cymbrian." 

"  But  I  don't  see  your  drift.  O'Con- 
nors, McMichaels  and  Fitzgeralds  can  be 
found  over  half  the  world." 

"  Because  you  and  I  ar«  living  after 
s«veral  generations  of  emigration.  There 
has  been,  within  the  last  two  centuries, 
another  dispersion  of  Babel,  so  to  ppeak. 
Given  a  man's  surname,  however,  and 
one  can  tell,  pretty  certainly,  where  his 
ancestors  lived  two  hundred  years  ago. 
Now  Llewellyn  is  not  sach  a  common 
name  that  it  can  easily  be  mistaken. — 
And  though  used  as  a  Christian  name  in 
this  case,  it  bears  on  my  subject  as  much 
as  if  it  were  a  surname." 

"  But  if  I  know  anything  about  it, 
Llewellyn  is  a  Welsh  name,  while  these 
estates  are  Cornish." 

"  That's  a  point  in  my  favor.  If  yoa 
had  read  over  notes  as  lately  as  I  have, 
you  would  remember  that  Sir  Reginald, 
who  died  in  1655,  married  a  Welsh  heir- 
ess, a  fact  that  comes  out  prominently  in 
your  notes,  because  her  estates  were  set- 
tled on  the  second  son,  who  squandered 
the  property  and  was  then  l9st  sight  of." 

"I  recolloct  it  now." 

"  Her  father's  name  was  Llewellyn." 

"  Ah  !'  cried  the  lawyer,  briskly. —

the  real  name  of  this  lad  was  Penryn, and 
not  Chough,  his  having  so  singitlar  a 
Christian  name  as  Llewellyn  would  help, 
considerably,  to  hnk  him  with  Sir  Regi- 
nald's family." 

"Certainly.  At  least  it  would  bring 
the  case  within  the  limits  of  possibility." 

"And  if  I  could  prove  that  this  Chris- 
tian name  was  a  family  name,  and  had 
been  borne  by  the  lad's  father  and  grand- 
father before  him,  it  would  elevate  ray 
hypothesis  into  the  regions  of  the  prob- 
able ?" 

"  Assuredly." 

"  Well,  I  asked  the  child,  at  first  from 
mere  curiosity  I  confess,  what  his  father's 
name  was,  and  he  said  Llewellyn.  After- 
ward I  heard  his  mother  tell  you,  in  c>>n- 
nection  with  the  business  yon  were  dis- 
cussing, that  her  husband  and  his  father 
had  the  same  name,  and  that  it  was  an 
old  family  name." 

"  I  remember  it." 

"  This  is  not  all.  The  child  had  a 
prayer-book  in  his  band.  It  was  quite 
old,  an  Oxford  edition  of  the  last  c^tu- 
ry.  I  suppose  he  and  his  mother  had 
been  to  afternoon  service  at  St.  Peter's  ; 
there  was  such  a  service  yesterday,  I 
know  ;  and  takmg  the  book  idly  up  in 
my  hand,  I  saw,  to  my  surprise,  an  en- 
graved coat  of  arms  pasted  in  front  of  it. 
Such  things,  you  know,  are  not  very 
common,  especially  with  persons  who 
seem  to  be  straightened  in  means  as  Mrs. 
Chough.    The  coat  of  anni  wai  gules. 


a  chevron  argent,  between  three  crows  of 
the  field." 

"A  fig  for  your  heraldic  jargon." 
said  my  preeeptor.  laughingly.  "I  know 
little  about  such  old-world  trumpery  and 
care  less." 

"  Yet,  anti  republican   as  it  seems,    it 
is  a  raeane.   sometimes,   of  tracing  out 
descents,  which,  otherwise,  might   never 
be  recovered.     It  is  a  pity,   indeed  that 
no  more  attention  has  not  been    paid  to 
the  subject.     Up  to  the  war  of  Indepen- 
dence, it  was  a  common    thing   for  the 
younger  sons  of  noblemen,  and  the  sons 
of  younger   sons,    to   emigrate   to   this 
country  ;  and  in  many  cases,    the  elder 
branches  having  failed,  the   descendants 
of  these  emigrants  have  become  tho  true 
heirs  of  the  titles  and  estates,  and  would 
have  inherited  them  but  for  their  neglect 
of  the  family  tree  and  the  attf^ndant  coat 
of  arms.     I  have  no  doubt  that  many  a 
vast  estate,  and  more  than  one  lordship, 
which  has  been  adjudged  to  British  claim- 
ants, would  have  come  to  American  citi- 
zens, if  the  latter  had  not  lost  the  proofs 
of  their  rights.     Only  a    few  years  ago, 
•  poor  half-pay  captain   established    his 
right  to  the  Earl  of  Huntington,  by  go- 
ing back  more  than  half  a  century,  all 
intermediate  lines  having  failed.     A  cu- 
rious instance  of  the  value  of  a  coat  of 
arms,  as  evidence,  has  come  within    my 
own  knowledge  lately.  There  is  a  branch 
of  the  Howard  family,  in   this   country, 
whose  traditions  say  their  original  ances- 
tors here  was  a  cadst  of  the  ducal  house 
of    Norfolk.     At  first  sight,    however, 
their  coat  of  arm<«  seemed  to   contradict 
this  claim,  having  no  escutcheon  on  the 
bend,  as  the  ducal  Howards   have.     But 
the  Howard    arm,    as  quartered   by  the 
fourth  duke,  who  was  beheaded  by  that 
jealous  old  virago.  Queen  Elizabeth, was 
precisely   like  those    of  this   American 
family,  that  is,  they  were  without  the  es- 
cutcheon on  the  bend,    which   seems   to 


•*'You  have  dreamed  of  it." 
"  No.    I  remember  it  too  vividly  for 
that." 

"  Well,"  said  my  preceptor,  taking 
up  a  bill  in  equity,  "  I  wish  you  success. 
Get  that  link  in  your  chain  of  evidence 
and  you  client  will  have  a  pretty  strong 
case.  But  you'll  recover  it,"  he  adde<l, 
with  a  sly  twinkle,  "  about  the  time  of 
the  Greek  Kalends." 

The  next  morning  I  was  early  at  tho 
office,  with  a  portmanteau  in  hand.wait- 
ing  for  my  preceptor  to  come  down. 

"  I  am  going  to  Boston,"  I  said,  as 
soon  as  he  made  his  appearance.  "  I 
have  dreamed  of  that  tomb-stone.  It  is 
in  the  old  burying  ground  there,  on 
Copp's  Hill." 

The  septuagenarian  lawyer  raised  his 
spectacles,  and  looked  at  me  as  if  he 
thought  me  crazy. 

"Excellent  fun!"  he  said  at  last.—

I  see  your  an- 
tiquarian studies  have  not  been  thrown 
away.  But  how  does  this  coat  of  arms, 
which  you  found  in  the  prayer-book.bear 
on  the  question  ?" 

"  It  is  the  coat  of  arms  that  belongs 
to  the  Penryn  family." 

"What?  That  begins  to  look  like 
proof.  But  perhaps,"  he  added  with  an 
old  lawyer's  proverbial  caution,  "  the 
arms  had  been  pasted  in  there  without 
any  right." 

"I  satisfied  myself  on  the  matter  last 
night.  I  made  bold  to  visit  Mrs. 
Chough.  She  has  several  antique  pieces 
of  silver  ware,  all  engraved  with  these 
same  Penryn  arms." 

My  preceptor  appeared  staggered.  Ho 
mused  for  a  few  minutes,  then  said, 

"  But  all  this  may  only  be  a  coinci- 
dence.

And, 
if  I  am  not  mistaken,  it  was  through  his 
coat  of  arms  that^the  ancestry  of  the  im- 
mortal chief  was  traced  out.  Now  my 
hypothesis  is  that  the  orignal  name  of 
the  Penryns  was  Chough." 

"  That  is  a  bold  guess." 

"  Not  so  bold  as  you  think.  Chough 
is  the  Cornish  for  crow.  The  arms  are 
three  crows,  you  see  :  and  the  crett  is  a 
crow.  Now  surnames,  as  you  are  well 
aware,  did  not  come  into  general  use  till 


"  De  Quincey  ?  De  Quincey  ?  There 
never  was  such  a  lawyer." 

It  was  my  turn  to  smile.  "  He  is  not 
a  legal  writer,"  I  replied,  "  but  only  an 
essayist " 

*•  Humph  !"  said  the  lawyer  contempt- 
uously. 

"  De  Quincey,"  I  went  on,  "  has  com- 
pared the  memory  to  a  palimpsest.  The 
old  monks,  wanting  parchment  to  write 
on,  frequently  took  ancient  copies  of 
Greek  or  Roman  authors,  anfi  having 
prepared  the  skin,  though  without  oblit- 
erating the  original  text,  covered  it  with 
their  legends  of  the  saints.  Other  priest- 
ly hands,  centuries  after,  by  a  similar 
process,  u.sed  the  same  parchment  for 
their  chronicles  of  the  times.  In  our 
day,  skillful  manipulators,  removing  the 
chronicles,  and  the  lives  of  the  saiuts, 
have  restored  to  the  world  the  pure  text 
of  Pliny  or  Horace,  Plato  or  Homer. — 
Now  De  Quincey  says  that  the  memory 
is  like  these  palimpsests  :  a  fact  once 
written  on  it,  may  be  covered  up  by  the 
accumulation  of  other  facts ;  but  the 
fact  itself  does  not  perish  ;  and  some 
time  it  will  see  the  light." 

"  How  does  this  apply  ?" 

"  In  this  way.  I  had  seen  that  tomb- 
stone, as  I  thought  I  had.  But  other 
things,  crowding  on  my  memory,  had 
buried  it  beyond  power  of  recall.  Last 
night,  going  to  bed  full  of  this  matter, 
my  brain  kept  working  during  sleep, and 
the  result  was,  that,  finally,  I  recalled,  in 
the  guise  of  a  dream,  the  whole  circum- 
stance. I  saw  the  tomb-stone,  a  low, 
flat  one.  of  a  sort  of  grayish  stone, with 
a  wide  crack  through  the  middle,  quite 
sunk  m  the  ground  and  half  covered 
with  long, lush  grass.  It  is  in  one  of 
the  lateral  walks  of  the  Copp's  Hill 
grave-yard,  about  ten  feet  from  a  cross- 
path.  I  could  go  to  the  place  blindfold- 
ed, if  I  was  at  the  gate  of  the  cemetery." 

"  How  do  you  know  so  much  about 
this  particular  grave  yard  ?" 

"  Some  of  my  paternal  ancestors  lie 
buried  there." 

What  success  attended  my  expedition, 
the  reader  has  already  learned.  The  date 
of  the  deceased's  birth,  at  Penryn,  tal- 
lied, I  will  add,  with  that  of  the  Kcc-ond 
son  of  whom  we  were  in  search.  The 
proof  was  complete.  On  my  return  to 
Philadelphia,  competent  counsel  were 
— engaged,  the  case  followed  up, 
auii  tlie  widow's  little  boy  shown  to  be 
descended  from  tho  Boston  exile,  and  so 
re-e»tablii>heti  in   the  estates  of  his    an-

In  your  railroad  cars,  on  your  steam- 
boats, in  your  thoroughfares,  in  every 
business,  in  every  social  circle,  disloyalty 
must  be  branded  and  blasted  as  a  lep- 
rous and  a  loathsome  thing,  [Enthubi- 
astic  applause.]  When,  fellow  citizens, 
you  meet  these  men,  be  it  on  'change  or 
in  the  social  circle,  and  they  offer  you 
tht'ir  hands,  look  well  at  them,  and  if 
you  have  the  discernment  that  I  have, 
you  will  see  that  their  hands  are  red 
with  the  blood  of  the  brave  men — your 
kindred  and  your  friends,  it  may  be-who 
perished,  and  are  perishing  still,  on  the 
reeking  battle  field  of  the  country.  [Ap- 
plause.] I  know  that  there  are  some 
men,  few,  it  is  true,  who  do  sincerely  be- 
lieve that,  the  question  of  pablic  honor 
out  of  view,  this  RepiiLilic  can  be  sever- 
ed ;  that  peace  can  be  patched  up  ;  and 
that  the  two  Governments  can  thereafter 
live  ou  prosperously  and  peacefully  as 
before.  No  more  false  or  fatal  thought 
ever  crept  serpent-like  into  an  American 
bosom.      [Applause.] 

If  you  will  go  to  the  cemetery  of  na- 
tions, and  lay  your  ear  to  the  sepulchres 
of  those  young  but  glorious  and  high- 
spirited  nations  that  have  perished  amid 
the  convulsions  of  civil  strife,  they  will 
answer  you,  in  accents  of  broken  heart- 
eduess,  "It  is  a  delusion."  But,  if  you 
will  not  listen  to  the  voice  of  the  past, 
go  to  Mexico  and  South  America,  and 
ask  the  inhabitants  of  those  bright  lands, 
blessed  with  the  finest  climate  on  earth, 
occupying  a  soil  of  exhaustless  fertility, 
and  living  amid  rivers  and  lakes  and 
mountains  full  of  giandenr  and  inspir- 
ation, and  they  will  lift  up  their  bowed 
heads,  and  amid  demoralization,  pover- 
ty, anil  dishonor,  they  will  tell  you  it^is  a 
delusion.  [Loud  applause.]  Fellow  cit- 
izens, I  rejoice  to  believe  that  the  spirit 
of-loyaltj  at  this  time  dwells  lich  and 
abundant  in  the  popular  hearts  of  the 
North  and  West.  But  I  do  beseech 
you — you  who  have  a  deep  stake  in  the 
present  and  in  the  future  of  our  country, 
our  men  of  culture,  and  of  fortune,  and 
of  moral  power — I  do  implore  you  that 
you  will  by  all  means  possible  add  yet 
to  that  power  and  to  the  fervor  of  that 
loyalty. 

What  we  need  is    patriotism,    which

Fellow  citizens,  ami.!  all  the  discour- 
agements that  surround  us,  I  have  still 
an  unfaltering  faith  in  human  progress, 
and  in  the  capacity  of  man  for  se^f  gov- 
ernment. I  believe  that  the  Hood  which 
the  true  lovers  of  our  race  have  shed  on 
more  than  a  thousand  battle  field,  haj 
borne  fruit,  and  that  fruit  is  the  republic 
of  the  United  States.  It  came  forth 
on  the  world  like  the  morniug  sun  from 
his  chamber.  It  has  brought  blessings 
upon  its  people  in  the  brimmiug  fullness 
with  which  the  rivers  pour  their  waters 
into  the  sea.

If,    with    all 
our  vast  material  resources  ;    if  with  our 
known  and  acknowledge  physical   supe- 
riority over    tho    rebels  ;    if,     with    our 
clamorons  and  profuse  av<  wals  of  devo- 
tion to  our  institutions,    we   suffer   that 
rebellion  to  triumph    over  us,    I    believe 
that  the  American  aation  would  become 
a  stench  in  the  nostrils  of  the  world,  and 
that  an  American  citizen    would  not   be 
permitted  to  walk  the  streets  of  a   Euro- 
pean capital  without  having    the   finger 
of  scorn  pointed    at    him.
